PACIFIC COAST CANNED PEARS 
F.0.B. PRICE RELATIONSHIPS, 1926-27 to 1953-5) 


Introduction 


This preliminary report is being issued in response to the request of pear 
growers and canners. ‘The report's objective is to provide the various partici- 
pants in the canned pear industry--growers, packers, distributors, and pur- 
chasers--with economic and marketing information. Such information, including 
statistical data on packs, shipments, carry-overs, f.o.b. prices and their re- 
lations to the major factors affecting them, is used by canners and grower groups 
in their consideration and formulation of production and marketing policies and 
programs. 

The analysis of f.o.b. price relationships summarized in this report is 
concerned with Pacific Coast canned pears, including those canned in California 
and in the Northwest. In terms of price relationships, the three West Coast 
states comprise a single entity from the view of producing and canning pears. 

The three states, thus, are considered as a single economic area. 

The report includes specific marketing data and price relationships which 
are examined in detail and in relation to alternative marketing plans at indus- 
try meetings. It is for use in such discussions that the report is prepared in 
the form presented here. 

The report is preliminary because of the following reasons: (1) the 1953-5) 
marketing year prices are averages for the ten-month period June 1, 1953-April 1, 
195); (2) the canners' carry-overs as of June l, 195h, are estimates based on 
actual ten-month canner movement and projected movement for the last two months 
of the marketing year; and (3) national disposal income for 1953-5, includes an 
estimate for the last quarter of the marketing year. These estimates are neces- 
sary to vrovide the industry with marketing information which can be used now and 


before final and complete figures are available. 
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Results 


The f.o.b. prices which reflect the average industry experience during 


1953-5 may be summarized as follows: 
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Canned fruit 


California cling peaches 


California apricots 






Pacific Coast pears 


California freestone (Elberta) peaches 
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California fruit cocktail 


The price of Hawaiian pineapple (sliced, fancy, No. 23, f.o.b. San Francisco) 
averaged %6,85 per case for 1953-5). 

The estimated movement of canned fruit from California canners during 
1963-5 is given in detail in the appended tables. But the following summary

In addition to providing the basic marketing information summarized above 
and in the attached tables, this report presents the results of statistical analy- 
ses of the major factors which are related to the industry average f.o.b. prices 
of canned pears. Such major factors include the domestic commercial movement of 
canned pears from Pacific Coast canneries, the level of national disposable per- 
sonal income, and the relative level of prices of canned fruits competing with 
canned pears. Those price-influencing factors are shown in Table 1 appended to 
this report. The f.o.b. price relationships may be summarized as follows: 
A change of 1,000,000 cases (2) No. 24 basis) in the commercial 
domestic movement of Pacific Coast canned pears, considered by itself, 
was on the average accompanied by a change in the opposite direction 
of about 63 cents a case in the f.o.b. price (average of all grades 
and sizes) of Pacific Coast canned pears. 
An increase of 10 per cent in the index of disposable income, 
considered by itself, was on the average accompanied by an increase 
of about 3 cents a case in the f.o.b. price (average of all grades 
and sizes) of Pacific Coast canned pears. 
A change of 10 points in the adjusted index of prices of com- 
peting canned fruits, considered by itself, was on the average ac- 
companied by a change in the same direction of about 15 cents a case 
in the f.o.b. price (average of all grades and sizes) of Pacific 
Coast canned pears. 
Differences between the actual f.o.b. prices of Pacific Coast canned pears (av- 
erage of all grades and sizes) and those explained by the statistical analysis 


are given in Table 2 of this report.

may be noted for the 1953-5, prices, movement data, and other economic informa- 
tion used in the analysis. 

The f.o.b. prices of clings and apricots are industry average prices reflect- 
ing cannery operations. The f.o.be price for canned pears also reflects actual 
exnerience of the canneries, but the pear price reflects operations of canneries 
in the Pacific Northwest as well as in California. The canned pear price for the 
Northwest was made available through the Northwest Canners Association and that 
for California was made available through the Canners league of California. The 
basic price data for canned apricots were also made available through the Canners 
league of California. The basic price data for cling peaches and fruit cocktail 
were made available through the Cling Peach Advisory Board. The price data for 
freestone peaches and Hawaiian pineapple are based on published quotations sup- 
plemented by trade information. 

The 1953-5 orices referred to above and used in the analysis are prelimi- 
nary. This is so because they reflect industry experience for the ten-month 
period from June 1, 1953-April 1, 195). The canner movement data for 1953-5 are 
preliminary since they include estimates for the final two months of the market- 
ing year. The movement during each of the months, April and May, 195), was es- 
timated to be equal to the average monthly movement during the period June l, 
1953-NMarch, 195),as derived from canners' stocks data issued by the Canners 
League of California and the Northwest Canners Association, The movement data 
for Hawaiian pineapple were derived from trade sources, 

The index of United States disposable personal income is based on reports 
issued by the U. S. Department of Commerce. In the disposable income figures 
used for 1953-5); in the analysis, it has been necessary to estimate the value 
for the last quarter of the marketing year; it has been estimated at the level 
prevailing during the previous quarter, The level of competing canned fruit 
prices is measured by an index constructed as indicated in Table appended to 


this report.
